verſation with him In the interim Don 


Fernando, the Lover, reads the letter, and 
haſtening to obey the contents, drops it 
while putting it into his pocket - Scaramouch 
privately picks it up, and the Commandant 


and. his Daughter retiring into the palace, 
Scaramouch ſtops his Maſter and opening 


his dark-lanthorn, gives him the dropt letter, 


Don Juan upon reading it determines to 


ſupply the Lover's place, and thereupon 
haſtens to procure a company of Muſicians, 
and diſpatches Scaramouch to bring a ladder 
Don Fernando now returns with the Mu- 
ſicians, who ſtrike up a ſerenade.

Don Juan and the Commandant 
entering from the two doors at the ſame time 
meet; a duel enſues, in which Don Juan 
leaves the Commandant dead, and immedi- 
ately. makes his eſcape. out of the houſe— 
Donna, Anna hearing the claſhing of ſwords, 
comes forward with her attendants, and 
ſeeing the dead body of her Father, unable 
to bear the ſhock, apts over him.

Alguziles enter and enquiring 
of the Sailors after the Murderer ; are by 
them miſled, and ſent in further purſuit of 
him, while the Sailors depart IE" at, 
and deriding them.

They afterwards proceed to mend their 
fiſhing nets, when a dreadful Storm, with 
Thunder and 'Lightning ariſes, and the ſhip 
is ſeen daſhed to pieces on a Rock: Not- 
withſtanding the very Elements feem com- 
bined againſt Don Juan, on account of the 
enormity of his crimes, yet his uſual good 
fortune attends him and he eſcapes by ſwim- 
ming—The Fiſher- women compaſſionating 


bis ſituation, and ſtruck with his beauty, 


take him to their home, and the Storm ſub- 
ſides. —Scaramouch is now ſeen riding on 
the back of a Dolphin, and declares to ſome 
of the Sailors who had eſcaped the danger, 
and who aſſiſt him to gain the Shore, that 
he owes his life to the charms of his voice, — 
He goes in ſearch of his Maſter, in company 
with the Sailors, Don Juan enters, accom- 
panied by the two Fiſher-women, who are 
both in love withchim; while one at each 
ſide of him, endayours to allure him from the 
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other ; one of their Lovers meets them as he 
is ſhooting and ſeeing his Miſtreſs thus em- 
ployed attacks Don Juan, who in the ſcuffle 
wreſts his gun from him and kills him on the 
fpot—The Women grow outrageous, and 
while they are pulling him about Scaramouch 
and the Sailors enter, amazed at finding him 
thus roughly handled. A mutual recapitu- 
lation of their paſt dangers and eſcapes now 
take place, after which, Don Juan leaving 
Scaramouch to guard the women departs with 


the Sailors. 15

Don Juan and Scaramouch enter, the for- 
mer tells his faithful Servant in iniquity, that 
he is now in a place of perfect ſecurity, and 
has no longer any cauſe for fear. 


The Alguziles ſtill purſuing them, enter, and 
Scaramouch beats them off hen they, find- 
ing they have reach'd a place of protection, 
and not daring to violate it, yield to neceſ- 
ſity and retire. Scaramouch now complains 
of hunger, and his Maſter orders him to the 
Tavern to provide Supper, Scaramouch on 
ſetting out for the Tavern diſcovers the Statue, 
and ſhews it to his Maſter, who views it diſ- 
dainfully, Scaramouch points out an inſcrip- 
tion to his Maſter, . which is on the pedaſtal,

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Who after reading it ſuperficially, orders 
his man to repeat it to the Statue, as he reads 
the head moves,—in great diſmay Scara- 
mouch acquaints his maſter, who diſbeliev- 
ing him, chides him for his folly, and de- 
fires him to go and invite him to ſup with 
him ; Scaramouch laughing, approaches the 
Statue and delivers his meſſage ;—the Statue 
ſignifies conſent by again nodding with his 
head—almoſt aghaſt at this ſecond phenome- 
non, he aſſures his Maſter of the truth of its 
who approaching in order to ſatisfy himſelf, 
the Statue nods three times. A ſudden emo- 
tion now ſeizes Don Juan, but quickly re- 
covering, he, in deriſion, throws his glove

to eſcape from it.

on being defired to enquire into it, unwilling 
to part with his Macarpones, endavours ta 


 Giyert his Maſter's attentipn; the noife in- 
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creaſes, his Maſter peremptorily orders him to 
go, Scaramouch ſtill unwilling to part with his 
diſh, riſes ſlowly, but haſtily returns in the 
utmoſt terror, the Statue following him ; Don 
Juan, ſnatching his ſword and candle goes to 
meet it boldly--the Statue ſtill advances, and 


follows Don Juan with awful ſteps round 


the Stage—-at length the Statue ſeats it- 
ſelf at the table, and Don Juan oppoſite 
it—the Ladies, terrified at ſuch an Appa- 
rition, make their eſcape, while Scaramouch, 
not forgetting his meſs in the midſt of 
his fears, bides himſelf under the table. 
Don Juan, ſtill callous to every thing but 


his paſſions, preſſes the Apparition to eat, 


which it refuſes, but at the ſame time 


invites Don Juan to ſup with him—the 
Statue retires, Don Juan lighting him out; 


he then returns, and laying his ſword 
and candle on the table, looks for Scara- 
mouch, whom he finds upder it, in a 
ſtate of the moſt. hackerous: terror; he en- 
deayours to inſpire him with courage, by 
informing him that the Apparition is gone, 


and that he himſelf is to ſup with him, 


departs for that purpoſe.

to the former, and recommending repentance, 
but Don Juan remaining ſtill obdurate 
rejefts with Arrogance the friendly admo- 
nition of the Spirit, who accordingly throws . 
him on the ground, and diſappears. | 


SCENE VI. 
Hell. Preparations for Puniſhment, — 
fudden flames of Fire, Sc. &c. 


Don Juan is diſcovered riſing from the 
ground, ſurrounded with Fiends - Furies 
&c,—fear and remorſe ſeizing him He 
tries every method of eſcape—--but 
there being no poſſible means of evaſion, 
as Tormentors continually meet him 
he kneels with fear and horror, and 
ſupplicates' Pluto for - mercy ;——-This 
being denied to a wretch void of all pity 
himſelf, he falls on the ground and becomes 
a prey to irreſiſtable fate :—The Furies now 
gather round him, and the Tyrant being 
bound in chains—.-is hurried away, . 


thrown into the Flames.
